rOM DBPARTMENT. 

Ourhiff tile year thare were. 34 
alarms, according to the report of 

Chief E. H. Heater, and property 
valued at $197,155 was eadangad. 
but the losses were only $8,906.06 on 
buildings and contents. This prac- 
tically duplicates the excellent re 
cord of the Fire Department for 
the year 1909, when there were 36 
alarms and $6,889 60 of losses. With 
a Fire Pepartmant nnequaled any' 
where in the state, Hopkinsville is 
fortunate indeed and the time is at 
hand when Are insurance rates in 
the city should come down from the 
present increased and burdensome 
schedule. 

STREBTS. 

Much good work was done on 
streets and sewers. $13,126 52 of the 
appropriation of $14,000 being ex- 
pended. During the year 5,407 yards 
of crushed stone was used at the 
contract price of 88 cents, in re- 
pairing old streets and building 
some new ones. A section of con- 
crete street was put down on 
Seventh street at a coot of atBut 
$1.50 per square yard, which may 
be regarded as the first permanent 
street built in the city. 
■ During the fall 30,oOU gailona of 
street oil was used on the streets, 
the citizens generously contributing; 
about half of the expense of the oil 
and the labor of putting it on. TlM 
oil cost $1 ,S67.72 and the expense of 
spreading it was about $300 The 
experiment was vary satisfactory 
indeed and tba nonosr waa weU ia> 
vested. 

WORKHOUSE. 
The workhouse has made a good 
showing and some needed improve- 
msnta hava bean made.

Co. has asked for a new franchise 
for 20 years and will be given 
opportunity to purdiaaa one on Jan.

A teat suit which originated in 
tliii city inyolring a eontraet whara- 
by a paaa was issued to Col. E. L. 
Mottley and family for their lives, 
ktoba triMBiottaSiiiMrwBa Court 
of the Unitad Stataa fbr tba Mcand 
time. , 

In 1871 Col. E. L. Mottley and 

several members of his family were 
in a wrack on the L. & N. Railroad 
between this city and LouisviUa, and 
wwe badly shaken up. By a com- 
promise with the conppany, it was 
agreed that Col. Mottley and his 
family should have a pass over the 
L. & N. system for tba terms of 
' eir natural lives. 

This pass was honored without in- 
|»-ruption until the enactment of 
Hepburn Elate Bill by Congress, 
which, among other provisiooa. for- 
bade the issue of panssa. 

This brought on a eottflid in re- 
gard to the Mottley pass. It was 
first triad in tba United States Cir- 
cuit Court bare before Judge Evans, 
who decided tnat Col Mottley had a 
contract which could not be abroga- 
ted by the enactment of a aobae- 
quent law. Tba railroad took the 
case to the Superior Court and then 
to the Supreme Court of the Unitad 
States, the highest tribunal finally 
declaring it had no jurisdiction. 

The matter was then triad out in 
the state courts. The Warren Cir- 
cuit Court declared in favor of Col. 
Mottley, and the Court of Appeals 
affirmed the judgment. 

It was thought thia settled tba 
matter for all time, but Col. Mottley 
has just been notified that the L A 
N, Company will take tha matter 
again to the Supreme Coort on a 
writ of error frooa tba Caurt of 
A^paaii of Kentudiy. 

This will involve a new taagla of 
tba affair. The Supreme Court 
once declared in this same ease it 
bad no jurisdiction. If it aaanmas 
joriadiMUfrfli^, H wiU Hi W i WHg 
itaalf.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan 6.— Under 
the ntw vital statistics law paaaed 
by the last legislators registrars of 
births and deaths must be appointed 
Id every city and eoonty in the atatc, 
and the now law went Into effect 
Jan. 2. 

Tbe paranta of a new- bom child 
or the pbpsidan or midwife most 

make report of such birth to the 
registrar in thsir district and pay a 
fee of 26 cents, or be (bed for fail- 
ing to do so. All deaths must also 
be reported to the regiatrar before 
a permit will be teraed for burial. 
The perrhit costs 25 cents. No under- 
taker ia allowed to bury anyone 
without Bodi a permit, and no one 
can be buried in a private burying 
ground without a permit, and any 
one failing to comply with the law' 
vcill be fined. 

These steps are taken ao that a 
perfect record of Urths and deaths 
can be kept. The State Board of 
Health ia going to try to enforce the 
law'strictly. Physieians aad onder- 
takers will secure all the necessaries. 

The Sute Board of Health haa 
supplied all the physicians, cemetery 
sextons, undertakers, etc, with 
blanks to be used in caae of death or 
birth and tbe bareaa of vital stetis- 
tics and see that the new law is ob- 
aervcd to tbe letter. Tbe undertaker 
is supplied widi a book|)f certifi- 
cates and the place of birth, voting 
precinct, in caae of death. Tbe oc 
cupatfon. caase of death, name, age 
and birth place of parents and doz 
ens of other questions. Thia is the 
ease also with the physicians and the 
cemetery sextons. And the sextons 
are instructed moet emphatically to 
allow nobody to be boried onless a 
permit is given and carefully and 
correctly filled out in each instance. 

Pfsdsa stotSBMBt of aesi^tion is 
very important, so that the relative 
healtbf ulneaa of various pursuits can 
be known. The qosstioo appliss to 
each and every person irrespective 
of age. For many occupationa a 
single wofd or tarm will ba soAeiMit 
as farmer or planter, physician, com- 
positor, architect, locomotive engi- 
neer, civil anginsor. hot in naay 
cases, especially in industrial em- 
ploymenta it ia neceaaary to know 
the kind of work and also the aataro 
of the business or industry, as ex- 
am^lea, spinner, cotton mill, grocery 
aalenBsn. Women at home, who 
are engaged in the duties of the 
houaehoUl only (not paid housekeep- 
ers who receive a salary), may be 
entered as housewife, housework or 
at home. Aa to the cause of death 
the physidaa OMiat bo vary MUrite 
in synonyms, etc. Where the Cv'^rrect 
information ia not given the certifi - 
eate will berotamedfor additional 
information which give any of the 
following diseased, without explana- 
tion as the sole caase of dsaths: Ab- 
ortion, cellulitie, childbirth, convul 
sions, hemorrhage, gangrene, gas- 
tritis. aryaipaloB..BMBingitis. naerotis 
peritonitis, phlobits; Pfsania, Ssp- 
tichaemia, tetauus.

Hopkinaville is in fair shape for 
the next aeaaon; with the Park al- 
ready provided, at least $1,000 will 
be saved that way. Last year sever- 
al hundred dollars was spent in try- 
ing oat men who flailed to make 
good. This time the players who 
finished the season last year are all 
held over and one or two new pitch- 
ers have been signed since the season 
cloaad. Vinson, who waa claimed 
by Nashville, hu been awarded to 
Hopkinsville.

The 
dty is now eligible to the third claas 
Mi Irhen transferred by tha Gener- 
al Ansembly of 1912 will be governed 
by a different charter. The council 
to be elected this year will be the 
last chosen by wards. The next sue 
eeeding board, to be cbo«en in 1913, 
will be elected by the votes of the 
electors at large. At the same time 
a mayor and police judge will be 
elected in the same way. While the 
city will operate under its present 
charter for three yean more, the 
coancil should begin at once to pre- 
pare for the coming change. 

Under the third claM charter the 
council must be composed of not leas 
than twelve members and the pres- 
ent eonndl should^ in providing by 
ordinance for the eUction of their 
■Dccemora increase the number of 
councilmen to 12 and divide tb^ city 
into either 6 or 12 wards. Under the 
new charter, each ward has its own 
member or members, but ail of the 
voters vote for all of the councilmen. 
1 would recommend that the nom- 
bor of coandlaisn be at once inereas 
ed to 12, giving the larger wards 
jthe additional members and that the 
irerk of re-districtIng for the new 
election be done during the year It 
has been deaonstrated to ine by the 
observation and experience of five 
years that there are not enough 
councilmen to looli after all of the 
details of a city of 10,000 people 
without imposinjJT burdensome duties 
apoo members whote compensation 
IbrpabNeienrlMlsritogatiMr inad- 
equate. I believe you should imme 
'diately pass an ordinance adding five 
more members to year present 
membership and follow this by elect- 
ing new membors io fill the places 
oreatM. '^ia'woald enable the 
present year's business to be trans 
acted by a council raised to the 
•Mnding and nbmerieal importance 
of a governing body of a dty of the 
third class. 

In view of the fact that the dty is 
threatened with litigation in the 
federal courts, 1 would suggest that 
the employment of an attorney by 
the year Le authoriz' d. s lid attor- 
ney to be retained as corporation 
oonnsel to look after all legnl mat 
ters in the higher courts. 

The oue crying need uf the dty is 
n City Hall and I hope to see some- 
thing dono this year to supply this 
need.

Hot Btscult I.— To one pint of alft- 
ed flour add a half teaapoon of salt, 
one teaspoon of baklag powder, and 
sift again. Work ta wary lightly with 
tka llagara a tablaapooa of lard. When 
thoroughly mlxad cut tmto It with a 
knita about ona oup of loa cold milk. 
Ron out oa a wall flourad board about 
three-fourths of an Inch thick and cut 
wtib blaciilt cutter. Bake In hot oven. 
The secret of good biscuit ia to have 
the dciigti very soft, to handle It as 
little as possible, and to baka la a 
rery quick OTon. 

Hot Btacolta H— Om «M>tt of flour 
a piaeb ol aalt. two taUaopoona of 
lard, two taaapooaa at bakiag powdar. 
Wat op with cold watar, roll out soft- 
ly an inch thick, and bake In quick 
oven riiscuItH made with lard and 
water are much lighter and better 
than when butter is used. 

Quick Biscuit. — Two cups of flour, 
one-half teaspoon of salt, threo i,i1i!p, 
apoona of lard, three teaspoons of 
baking powder, one cup of water. Sift 
all tha dry Ingredlenta Into a bowl 
and nib the lard lightly tbroogh them. 
Stir in the water, drop tha dough Into 
greased gem pans, and bake In a 
qiilck oven. 

Emergency Biscuit I. — Two nips of 
flour, four teaspoons of baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon of salt, two 
tablestoons of snowdrift, one cup of 
milk. Mix shortening with flour to 
which salt and baking powder have 
born a ldoil. Add milk. Drop mixture 
from ?poon. allowing about one ta-

minutes In nioilcrute oven. Thla 
makes froui 12 to 14 biscuits. 

Emergency Biscuit H. — Two cupa of 
flour, four teaspooaa of baldag pow- 
der, on»4ialf taaapoon of aalt, two 
uMaapeoM •( bottar, OM-baU cup s^t 
milk, ona-half cup of water. Sift ltt% 
ingrailanta, eat tn batter, add milk 
and waMr fBaduaUy.
